Toklo, Oct. 16.—The Japanese for­ 
eign office is In receipt of news from 
Korea that may affect the peace of 
j China and Japan.

tween Chinese and Japanese troops in 
Kantao, >A>rthern Korea, in which sev- 
I eral men were killed and wounded, 
marked the origin of the present 
| strained relations between the two big 
Oriental powers.

A dispatch received at the foreign 
office states that the Chinese govern­ 
ment refused to permit a detachment 
of Japanese soldiers to pursue a band 
of Chinese brigands which had been 
committing 
acts 
of 
vandalism 
in 
Korea. A Japanese officer in command 
of a detachment of troops started in 
pursuit of the Chinese brigands and it 
(is reported that the Chinese soldiers 
I opened fire on the Japanese. The fire 
| was returned and fighting lasted sev­ 
e ra l hours. 
It is known that several 
cvere killed and others wounded, but 
the exact number of casualties is not 
^obtainable. 
Should the reports received at the 
foreign office prove true, it is expect­ 
ed that the Japanese government will 
jjjtake such action as may precipitate 
war between the two nations.

Guatemalan minister to the United 
States, will succeed him. 
Arrange- 
■ments are being made for an audience 
with the president, when Mr. Ugarte 
will present his letter of recall and 
his 
successor 
his 
credentials. 
Dr. 
Ugarte said the mission to Mexico 
had been offered him more than a 
month ago. 
The retiring minister denied a re­ 
port that his change of posts was due 
to a misunderstanding with Assistant 
Secretary Bacon, dating back to last 
summer, when there was some dis­ 
agreement between the state depart­ 
ment and Honduras growing out of 
the action of the latter government in 
cancelling the exequaturs of two con- 
*ular offcers at Ceiba because of their 
alleged friendliness to the revolution- 
Sts, and it was during negotiations 
having in view th a revalidating of 
these exequaturs that the reported dif- 
'erences between Mr. Bacon and Dr. 
Ugarte arose. The minister declared 
hat the incident referred to was un- 
mportant, and that he and Mr. Bacon 
were the best of friends.

Jtilis A. Schmahl. Republican 
candidate for re-election as secre­ 
tary of state, is a Minnesota prod­ 
uct, having been born in Trav­ 
erse de Sioux.

summer. 
W hen 
fourteen 
years old Mr. 
Schmahl served as an apprentice 
In the printing office of the Red­ 
wood Gazette, working there at 
setting type, sweeping floors and 
running the hand press for three 
.years, after which 
he 
went to 
Fargo, and served two years in 
the job printing department of 
the Fargo Argus, then conducted 
by Maj. Edwarus. 
In 1885 Mr. 
Schmahl, desirous of learning all 
branches of the newspaper busi­ 
ness, went to St. Paul and spent 
eight years reporting on nearly 
ail of the dailies of St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, and also in doing 
“string*’ work for Eastern dailies. 
In 1892 he returned to Redwood 
Falls, purchased 
an 
interest in 
the 
Redwood 
Gazette 
plant, 
\\ here he commenced his career, 
and built up one of the best pay­ 
ing and finest country printing 
office plants in the Northwest. 
It was in iqoo that Mr. Schmahl 
first broke into the active political 
harness. 
He became a candidate 
for chief clerk of the house for 
the 1901 session, and so effectu­ 
ally was the campaign carried on 
that his election was assured six 
weeks before the cession opened, 
and on his candidacy the house, 
including the selection of speaker, 
was organized. 
He was re-elect­ 
ed chief clerk at vhe extra session 
of 1902, and again at the regular 
session of 1903. 
In his campaign 
for re-election in 
1905 he was 
confronted with the problem of 
the representative from his coun­ 
ty, being a candidate for speaker, 
but so well was the contest car­ 
ried on. and so well had Mr. 
Schmahl secured the confidence 
of the old members, as well as the 
belief of the new, that he was the 
“right man in the right place,” 
that he was again 
elected 
for 
chief clerk, even with the speaker 
chosen from his county, an al­ 
most 
unprecedented incident in 
I ditical 
annals. 
Mr. 
Schmahl 
became a candidate for secretary 
of state in 
1906. and securing 
the Republican nomination, was 
elected. He was renominated for 
secretary of state at the last Re­ 
publican convetton by a unani­ 
mous vote. 
As secretary of state 
he 
has 
brought 
about 
many 
changes in the administration of 
the department which are receiv­ 
ing commendation. His record is 
an enviable one, showing as it 
does a strict attention to his duty 
as an official of the people. 
He 
has compelled rn? ny corporations 
which 
attempted 
to evade the 
Somerville law to file their arti­ 
cles in his department, and thus 
brought a large amount of addi­ 
tional fee money into the state 
treasury. 
He has further shown 
his watchfulness for the people 
bv closely scanning all incorpora­ 
tion papers offered for filing, and 
In several instances has declined 
to permit the incorporation of 
companies whicn were undesira­ 
ble from both the view of tech­ 
nical conformity to law and pub­ 
lic desirability. 
Mr. Schmahl was a newspaper 
reporter in the house during Sir.

Postal Saving* Banks Will Form 
•ave and Convenient System for 
Accumulating Savings. 


A bill providing for the establish­ 
m ent of postal savings banks was fav­ 
orably reported by the U nited State# 
Senate Com m ittee on Postoffices am ) 
Post Roads during the recent session o f 
Congress, and is reasonably certain to 
be enacted Into law during the coming 
session, thus adding prom pt perform ­ 
ance to the promise of th e R epublican 
national platform relative to this for*** 
of strengthening our national system ca 
finance. 
T he bill reported provides for tl‘% 
establishm ent of postal savings dejaml 
tories for depositing savings a t Interest 
w ith the security of the G overnm ent 
for the repaym ent thereof and desig­ 
nates the money-order pont-offieee anet 
such others as the Postm aster-G eneral 
may, In bls discretion, from tim e to- 
tim e designate as savings depositories 
to receive deposits from the public a n d 
to account and dispose of the sam e ac­ 
cording to the term s of the act. 
The depositories are to be kept © pel­ 
te r the transaction of business every 
day, Sundays and legal holidays ex­ 
cepted, during 
the 
usual 
post-oific# 
business hours of the town and locali­ 
ties w here the respective depositories 
are located, and during such additional 
hours aa the Postm aster-G eneral m ay 
designate. 
Accounts may be opened by any per­ 
ron of the age of IO years, and a m ar­ 
ried woman may open an account fre e 
from interference by her husband. 
A 
tru stee may open an account for an­ 
other person. No person can open m ore 
than one saving account except w hen 
acting as trustee for another person. 
A depositor’s pass book will be de­ 
livered to each depositor in which th e 
nam e and other m em oranda necessary 
for identification will be entered, a n d 
entry of all deposits shall be made. 
One 
dollar 
or a larger am ount la 
m ultiples of IO cents will be necessary 
to open an account, but deposits of IO 
cents or m ultiples thereof will be re­ 
ceived a fte r an account la opened. 
Upon receiving a deposit the post­ 
m aster Is required to enter the aam # 
In the pass book of the depositor a n d 
Im m ediately notify the Postm aster-G en­ 
eral of the am ount of the deposit a n d 
the nam e of the depositor.

m aster-G eneral, upon receipt of such 
notice, is required to send an acknowl­ 
edgm ent thereof to the depositor, w hich 
acknowledgm ent shall constitute con­ 
clusive evidence of the m aking of such 
deposit. 
iK terM t Allowed a a De#OMl«*. 
Interest is allowed a t the rate of 2 
per cent per annum , com puted annu­ 
ally,

One thou­ 
sand dollars is the m axim um deposit 
allow ed to the credit of any one ac­ 
count, and iuterest will not be paid o n 
any am ount to the credit of an account 
In excess of $500. 
P ass hooka m ust be forw arded to th e- 
Postm aster-G eneral on the anniversary 
of the nm kiug of the first deposit fo r 
verification, posting, and credit of in­ 
terest due. 
W ithdraw als may be m ade 
under rules and regulations to be pre­ 
scribed by the Postm aster-G eneral. De­ 
posits are exem pt from seizure u n d er 
any legal process against the depositor 
and they are also exempt from ta x a ­ 
tion by the Unified States or any sta te .

The organization of a Brainerd branch 
of the Minnesota Railway Employes’ 
Protective Association was pepfected 
at the library of the N orthern Pacific 
shops Thursday evening by the appoint­ 
m ent of a committee of 18, one repre­ 
senting each craft, who shall choose 
the officers and executive committee. 
The work of organization was done by 
John Lynch, state president, an engin­ 
eer in the employ of the Chicago G reat 
W estern, and G. W. McCree, foreman 
of m achinists in the Gladstone shops of 
the N orthern Pacific. 
Mr. McCree is a 
mem ber of the executive committee of 
the state association. 
Mr. Lynch stated to T h e D is p a t c h 
th at there would be from 700 to 800 of 
the 1200 men employed in the shops 
here become members of the associa­ 
tion. 
He stated th at they have 11,000 
members in the state out of 55,000 rail­ 
way employes. 
They go from here to 
Staples, where they will organize a 
branch tonight.

The dead, two Japanese and 
four Mexicans, are: 
N. Tabak, Ii. Aoki, Gregori Mango­ 
ra. Pedro Hernandez, Jesus Lopez and 
Pedro Abalos. 
Joseph Sanchez was fatally injured. 
Five charges of dynam ite had been 
placed, but only four of them explod­ 
ed as arranged.

B ry s a 's Service to th e C ountry. 
Governor Hughes of New York In 
the course of a speech in Baltimore 
Sept. 30 paid the following tribute to 
W illiam Jennings Br? an: “The great­ 
est aer vice Mr. Bryan ever rendered 
his country was In tieing defeated.” 
There Is more lu that statem ent than 
would appear to the unthinking read­ 
er. 
It contains a vital truth which 
should not lie lost sight of in the pres­ 
ent campaign. 
Mr. Brynn‘s candidacy lo 1806 was a 
specious appeal to cupidity and Igno­ 
rance. 
It attem pted to persuade the 
people that they could all be made 
rich 
by 
legislative enactm ent, 
that 
wealth Is created by law instead of 
by labor and that a financial measure 
that would have repudiated 50 per 
cent of the claim of every creditor: 
public or private, was entirely com­ 
patible 
with honor and 
conscience. 
’The issue thus presented was a direct 
tem ptation to the people as well os a 
challenge to their common sense. 
It 
put their Intelligence as well as their 
Integrity to the test and thus ^ gave 
them a chance to prove to the world 
th at they could neither be tricked nor 
betrayed. 
For 
that 
opportunity 
to 
dem onstrate 
both their sanity 
and 
their honesty they are Indebted to 
William Jennings Bryan. 
Mr. Bryan's second candidacy was 
another attem pt to lead the people 
aw ay from the solid ground of princi­ 
ple and precedent. 
Mr. Bryan sought 
to convince them th at the 
United 
States had no right to acquire terri­ 
tory beyond Its original limits, that 
the m aintenance of American troops 
in the Philippines was an act of ty r­ 
anny and that justice and national 
honor required that Immediate inde­ 
pendence he granted to the Filipinos. 
T hat contention was not only a direct 
insult to the army, the navy and the 
people who supported them, but it was 
an Impeachment of territorial policies 
urged by Jefferson. Madison, Monroe, 
Jackson, 
Pierce, 
Buchanan. 
Grant, 
McKinley and other presidents. 
Under the hypocritical pretense of 
granting civil liberty to 7.000,000 Ig­ 
norant islanders who scarcely knew 
the meaning of the term Mr. Bryan 
tried to commit the people to a princi­ 
ple which, If carried to the logical con­ 
clusion, 
would 
compel 
the 
United 
States to acknowledge th at it had no 
right to hold the Philippines, Guam, 
H aw aii or Porto Rico or even the 
vast territory acquired through the 
Louisiana purchase. 
The common sense of the people was 
again put to the test, as it was in 
1896, and vindicated Itself as com­ 
pletely as before. 
They branded the 
Issue of “Imperialism” as a fraud and 
an Insult, and its sponsor suffered a 
defeat so overwhelming th at a man of 
finer sensibilities would have accepted 
the result as the final act in his public 
career. 
For thus enabling them to 
m anifest their loyalty to themselves 
and to the ideals of national destiny 
defined by Jefferson in the beginning 
and by McKinley at the close of the 
nineteenth 
century 
the 
people 
are 
likewise indebted to W illiam Jennings 
Bryan. 
H aving served his country by lead­ 
ing his party to righteous defeat In 
tw o successive campaigns, Mr. Bryan 
has assigned himself to a sim ilar task 
this year. 
Tho issues he represents 
now are as hostile to sound national 
policy and as repugnant to the nation­ 
al conscience as those which he forced 
upon the public in 1890 and 1900. They 
would commit the government to un­ 
tried policies utterly at variance with 
those which have alw ays guided and 
controlled it. 
They would betray it 
into evil courses, and for th at reason 
they will be stricken down by the peo­ 
ple, whose conscience and intelligence 
they Insult. 
Governor Hughes was right. 
Mr. 
Bryan has served his country by being 
twice defeated, and he is about to 
place the country under further obli­ 
gations by adding a third count to his 
score.
